It  is  most  gratifying  to  know  that  several  friends 
of  Education  have  provided  liberally  for  Missouri 
Valley  College  in  their  wills,  and  it  is  known  that 
others  are  contemplating  a  like  worthy  disposition  of 
part  or  all  of  their  property.  About  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  have  been  realized  from  bequests  during 
the  past  ten  years,  and  about  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars had  been  promised  by  other  friends  as  generous 
and  sincere,  but  who*  delayed  making  their  wills,  and 
hence  their  benevolent  intentions  were  not  carried 
out,  and  the  college  lost  the  much  needed  money. 
But  such  are  the  demands  for  enlarging  and  strength- 
ening the  faculty,  and  for  better  equipment  in  every 
way,  that  we  appeal  to  our  people  for  immediate 
contributions  and  urge  them  to  remember  this  splen- 
did institution  most  generously  this  year. 

Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons,  who  has  been  one  of  the  great- 
est benefactors  of  Christian  colleges,  and  who  has 
seen  so  many  fortunes  divided  among  lawyers  and 
heirs  for  whom  they  were  never  intended,  says,  "My 
philosophy  of  life  is  to  do  all  the  good  I  can,  and  do 
it  while  I  live." 

The  man  who  makes  it  possible  to  employ  a  new 
professor  in   the   college   doubles   his   own  working 
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capacity,  for  the  added  teacher  is  his  representative 
in  the  great  cause  of  Christian  education.  Surely, 
there  is  no  place  where  one's  substitute  can  affect 
more  lives  for  good. 

We  have  men  in  Missouri  who  are  able  to  give 
$25,000  to  endow  a  professorship,  which  would  bear 
their  name  for  all  time.  Would  not  such  an  amount 
invested  with  a  sincere  purpose  to  aid  in  the  Chris- 
tian culture  of  ministers,  missionaries,  teachers,  and 
other  workers  in  the  church,  be  a  constant  joy  to 
such  benefactors  ?  and  would  it  not  bring  the  special 
blessing  of  providence  upon  the  remaining  capital? 
Practical  business  men  who  have  studied  the  subject 
declare  that  money  laid  up  for  children  hinders  them 
oftener  than  it  helps. 

Children  who  are  trained  mentally  and  morally  and 
practically  for  life,  thus  making  them  capable  of  suc- 
cess and  worthy  of  success,  in  the  very  endeavor  to 
achieve  success,  develop  a  strength  of  character  that 
is  rarely  ever  found  in  those  to  whom  a  fortune  has 
been  given — and  character,  not,  money,  is  the  chief 
end  of  life. 

We  have  quite  a  number  of  members  in  Missouri 
who  can  give  from  $1,000  to  $10,000,  and  would  re- 
joice that  virtue  had  gone  out  of  them  to  that  ex- 
tent.    Ten  thousand  dollars   gives  the   privilege   of 
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naming  a  chair,  thus  preserving  the  name  of  the  gen- 
erous donor  for  all  time  and  perpetuating  a  good 
deed  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  inspire  others  to 
good  works.  But  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  which  the  synods  have  decided 
should  be  added  to  the  endowment,  and  which  should 
be  raised  in  the  next  three  or  four  years,  probably 
the  greater  part  will  be  given  by  men  and  women  in 
moderate  circumstances,  many  of  whom  will  make  a 
sacrifice  in  order  to  have  a  part  in  this  great  work. 
The  consecrated  gifts  of  such  seem  to  have  a  peculiar 
value  in  Christian  work. 

The  present  endowment  has  been  so  successfully 
managed  that  not  a  dollar  has  been  lost.  This  is  re- 
markable and  shows  the  excellent  business  ability 
and  fidelity  of  the  committee  that  passes  upon  all 
loans. 

Dr.  Pearsons  has  given  several  millions  to  Chris- 
tian colleges,  and  gives  as  his  reason  for  so  doing 
that  they  afford  him  the  best  opportunity  for  investing 
for  the  future  "in  the  brains  of  poor  young  men  and 
women."  If  you  have  money  and  want  to*  have  a 
part  in  the  construction  of  character — men  and 
women  equipped  for  service  in  the  kingdom  of  God — 
Missouri  Valley  College  affords  an  ideal  opportunity. 

If  you  can  not  give  the  money  now,  do  not  neg- 
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lect  to  make  provisions  in  your  will  and  do  it  at 
once.  Be  certain  that  the  instrument  is  all  right. 
State  as  clearly  as  possible  the  amount  you  want  to 
bequeath,  and  add  that  whatever  is  paid  before  death 
is  to  be  credited  on  this  sum.  Then  begin  paying 
upon  the  same  as  soon  as  possible.  But  if  you  can 
spare  the  money  give  it  now.  It  may  save  much 
trouble  and  litigation  and  loss ;  and  most  assuredly 
it  will  be  a  solid  comfort  to  you  in  your  last  years  to 
know  that  this  much  of  your  life  product  is  actively 
at  work  for  Christ  and  the  church,  and  that  its  in- 
fluence will  deepen  and  widen  as  the  generations 
come  and  go. 


Many  educators  are  beginning  to  realize  that  the 
secular  schools  are  not  only  wholly  inadequate  for 
the  culture  of  Christian  character,  but  that  they  are 
also  a  failure  as  conservators  of  the  morals  of  the 
students. 

Recognizing  the  Bible  as  the  only  basis  of  morals 
and  source  of  religious  instruction,  there  is  a  growing 
demand  that  it  shall  have  a  place  in  the  devotional 
service  and  literature  of  the  public  schools  and  state 
institutions.  But  the  majority  of  the  teachers  in 
these  schools  are  not  sufficiently  familiar  with  the 
Bible  to  make  wise  selections  for  the  devotional  read- 
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ings,  and  are  by  no  means  competent  to  interpret  the 
Scriptures  used  as  literature,  and  it  is  exceedingly 
questionable  whether  a  mere  literal  criticism  of  the 
text  is  not  harmful. 

Ability  to  teach  the  Bible  comes  from  spiritual 
discernment,  and  is  not  so  much  a  matter  of  scholar- 
ship as  it  is  of  wisdom  from  above.  The  true  teacher 
of  the  word  must  have  a  heart  that  is  en  rapport 
with  it,  and  this  necessary  quality  cannot  be  im- 
parted by  secular  education.  Neither  can  our  Sab- 
bath schools  with  their  thirty  minutes  a  week  desul- 
tory study  of  the  Scriptures  give  these  teachers  an 
understanding  heart  that  they  may  speak  that  which 
they  know. 

Only  spirits  that  are  imbued  with  the  Scriptures 
and  illuminated  by  the  Holy  Spirit  can  so  teach  the 
Bible  as  to  convince  their  pupils  that  the  truths 
taught  are  divine ;  and  such  preparation  cannot  be 
acquired  in  a  brief  time,  or  with  small  endeavor. 

In  fact,  if  we  are  going  to  have  the  Bible  in  our 
schools  in  any  effective  sense,  then  teachers  must  be 
qualified  to  teach  it ;  and  this  calls  for  the  special 
courses  in  systematic  Bible  study  that  are  given  in 
our  Christian  colleges.  This  is  one  of  the  excel- 
lencies of  the  curriculum  at  Missouri  Valley  College. 
The  effect  of  such  a  comprehensive  course  will  be  the 
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expansion  of  the  spiritual  nature,  the  development 
and  manifestation  of  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  such 
a  knowledge  of  the  word  as  will  make  students 
proficient  as  teachers  of  the  word.  This  is  one  of 
the  most  imperative  demands  of  this  age,  and  the 
prosperity  of  our  churches,  and  the  character  of  the 
future  generations,  depend  very  much  upon  such 
spiritual  equipment  of  our  young  people.  Parents 
can  illy  afford  to  send  their  children  to  schools  where 
their  spiritual  culture — the  most  important  part  of 
their  education — will  be,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  neg- 
lected. They  can  only  fulfill  their  obligation  to  their 
children  and  their  children's  children  and  to  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  to  the  church  they  love,  and  to 
the  state  of  which  they  are  proud,  by  giving  these 
children  the  opportunity  to  receive  such  training  as 
will  make  them  factors  in  the  power  which  makes  for 
righteousness,  peace  and  prosperity. 

We  hope  Missouri  Valley  College  will  always  and 
everywhere  be  known  for  her  superior  work  in  teach- 
ing the  English  Bible,  and  that  our  young  people  who 
aspire  to  become  teachers — one  of  the  very  best  of 
vocations — will  appreciate  that  the  crowning  work  of 
the  teacher  is  the  construction  of  character,  and  that 
fitness  for  this  higher  work  can  only  be  acquired  by 
devout  study  of  the  word  of  God.    A  vital  sympathy 
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with  the  great  Teacher  and  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Him 
is  the  key  to  the  kingdom  of  God  and  to  human 
hearts. 


The  interest  manifested  in  education  to-day 
amounts  to  a  great  awakening.  Public  schools  are 
being  enlarged  and  improved,  and  crowded  as  never 
before.  State  institutions  are  being  equipped  and 
strengthened  and  enriched  in  every  way.  Millions 
of  dollars  are  being  given  every  year  by  public-spir- 
ited men  to  build  and  endow  universities  and  col- 
leges. Some  Christian  leaders  are  beginning  to  real- 
ize that  church  schools  must  keep  step  in  this  for- 
ward movement,  and  that  additional  emphasis  must 
be  given  to  distinctively  religious  instruction  and 
training.  The  necessity  for  such  religious  education 
is  strongly  set  forth  in  the  following  paragraph, 
which  also  places  a  high  estimate  on  the  work  of 
the  Sabbath  school  in  preparing  young  people  for 
college : 

"New  York,  Sept.  30. — Chancellor  MacCracken,  of 
New  York  University,  deplored  the  lack  of  church 
training  shown  by  the  average  student  in  his  annual 
address  to  the  student  body  to-day.    He  said : 

"  T  wish  we  could  require  from  every  freshman  a 
Sunday  school  diploma  that  would  certify  that  he 
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knew  by  heart  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  Sermon 
on  the  Mount,  a  church  catechism  of  some  kind,  a 
score  of  the  Scripture  psalms  and  best  classic  hymns. 
This  university  will  join  any  association  of  universi- 
ties and  colleges  that  will  demand  this  as  an  entrance 
requirement.  So  much  as  in  us  lies,  we  will  make  the 
college  a  place  for  preserving  and  strengthening 
reverence  for  things  divine.'  " 
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A  HOME  FOR  YOUNG  LADIES 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  "A  Home  for 
Young  Ladies"  in  connection  with  our  college  work. 
Many  parents  prefer  to  place  their  daughters  in  thfc 
homes  of  their  friends  in  Marshall ;  but  a  great  many 
others  will  not  place  them  among  strangers,  and  for 
other  reasons  would  rather  have  them  in  a  home 
where  there  are  certain  restrictions,  and  where  they 
would  be  under  the  special  supervision  of  some  ca- 
pable, cultured  and  trustworthy  man  and  wife  who 
would  be  as  father  and  mother  to  the  girls  while  in 
college. 

Many  Cumberland  Presbyterian  young  ladies  are 
in  the  colleges  of  other  churches  because  superior 
home  advantages  have  been  urged  upon  them.  All 
such  arguments  may  be  met  by  a  model  Home,  thor- 
oughly equipped  with  heating  plant,  bath  rooms, 
gymnasium,  parlor,  library,  music  rooms,  etc. 

While  the  Home  should  be  such  that  anyone  would 
be  pleased  therewith,  yet  provision  should  be  made 
to  satisfy  the  needs  of  those  who  may  have  to  prac- 
tice economy.  Board  is  so  cheap  in  Marshall  that 
it  is  no  inducement  for  many  people  to  open  their 
homes  to  students,  hence  it  is  sometimes  difficult  for 
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a  young  lady  to  find  a  satisfactory  place.  The  pro- 
posed Home,  with  room  for  thirty  or  forty  young 
ladies,  would  soon  bring  that  many  students  to  the 
college. 

Here  is  an  excellent  opportunity  for  someone  who 
is  interested  in  the  education  and  the  home  training 
of  our  girls,  for  especial  attention  should  be  given 
to  the  latter  feature,  to  do  a  great  work  for  the  gen- 
erations to  come,  by  donating  ten  or  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  for  such  a  building.  Who  will  give  this 
or  even  a  smaller  amount  and  name  the  Home —
